woven with the entire Frame of the Chriſtian Revela- 
tion and Religion, that if this Divine Doctrine be 
taken away, the wondrous Fabrick of Chriſtianity 
would fall to Pieces, and the utmoſt Confuſion intro- 
duced in the Minds of its Profeſſors. And he was 
ſo much grieved, that he could ſcarce enjoy any Reſt, 
at the pernicious Attempts of ſome among us to un- 
dermine this great and fundamental Doctrine. 
He would never perplex his Mind with Metaphy- 
ſical or ſubtil Attempts to explain it; which he ap- 
3 vain Intruſion into Things above our 
each, and not revealed. He clearly ſaw the inſpi- 
red Oracles ' aſcribe the orgs Divine Perfections, 
Titles, Morte, and Morſbip to the Divine FarhEA, 
Won p and Spit, which belong only to the One true 
GOD : That they abſolutely forbid divine Worſhip 
to be paid fo any other; that the FaTHE is the 
One GO, the Word is the One GOD, and the 
SPIRtT'is the One GOD ; but that there is /ome 
Sort of Diſtinfion which the Scripture repreſents 
under the Form of a Perſonal Diſtinction; fo that 
it would be highly improper .to ſay that either the 
Divine FaTHER, or the Divine SPIRLT were made 
Fleſh or became Incarnate; and yet that T heſeT hree 
are wondrouſly united; but what that Diſtinction is 
preciſely, is not yet revealed, and without a further 
Revelation we can never find it. | 
Wich the concurring Help of the Divine Spixir, 
He felt the quickning and ſanctifying Power, and 
reliſhed the Sweetneſs of the Doc rTRINES of the 
Goſpel preached in our NEw-ENG6LAND- Churches, 
which he found to be the very ſame which were com- 
monly” taught in the Church of ExnG LAND. in the 
Reigns of Queen Elizabeth, King James I, and King 
Charles I. And as he advanc'd in Sanctity, the more 
the Goſpel Doctrines and pious Spirit of 3 
ro & IJ riters 
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Writers became ageeable to him. He had a mighty 
and juſt Senſe of Eternity, and of bis eternal Inte- 
reſt ; wiſely apprehended all others were Trifles in 
Compariſon, and that he could not betoo much con- 
cerned or careful to ſecure it: was therefore greatly 
afraid leaſt he ſhould be fatally miſtaken in a Matter 


of ſuch infinite Importance :—moſt diligently there- 


fore ſearched his own Heart — chiefly valued the 
moſt ſearching Miniſters and Writers; thoſe who 
moſtly treat of the Religion of the Heart ; 1. e. the 
Work of the HoLy Se1r1T on the Hearts of Men, 
with the inward Workings of their own Spirits, and 
the Fruits of both; or which is the ſame, of vital 
or experimental Piety . Jun g A535 
And tho? he ſometimes walked in Darineſi; yet 
he has told me, He dare not deny the gracious Influy 
ence of the HoLy Sixt in him; the hopeful 
Appearances of a ſaving Change; of the Exerciſe of 
internal Graces ;— in Particular high and endearing 
Apprehenſions of GOD, as he appears in CHRISsT ; 
earneſt Thirſtings after Him, delightful Views of Him, 
and therein ſenſible Cemmunion with Him. But his 
own -Deficiencies in Obedience and Holineſs, with the 
ſinful Workings in him, and the Body of Sin, were 
his continual Burden : And of theſe, with his Imper- 
fections and the Dulneſs in the Frames and Motions 
of his Heart towards the bleſſed GOD, as diſplaying + 
himſelf in Cxr1sT, he was continually 2 

and even groaning to be delivered from them. 

The Doctrine of Original Sin, he ſaw plainly 


deſcribed in Scripture, moſt clearly evident in the 


univerſal Depravat ion of Mankind, moſt bitterly com- 


ee of by all the Pious he conyerſed with: And 


knew it to be true from his on continua! Expe- 
rience. Yea the more he grew in, Sanctity, the more 
be ſaw with Grief the odious Fountain in him. For
